| LIVE in a section that still has 
much more woodland than open 
land. Land clearing goes on every 
year, but methods are changing. Once 
it was mainly the cross-cut saw, the 
ax, a team and a match. Now, the 
bulldozer pushes down trees and piles 
them for burning or decaying. Some 
prefer to cut trees near ground level 
with a power saw and then use the 
bulldozer to pile the debris. Before 
removing the trees, though, market- 
able stuff such as saw timber, pulp- 
Wood, and mine props are removed. 

In the development of our country 
a great deal of land was cleared for 
space to grow crops. A common rule 
was to clear and burn all logs and 
brush, make rails, and fence the tract 
for the following crops. This practice 
has been out of date for a long time. 


Night Falls Now with short days 
onthe Farm the red comes to the 

west as the sun sets too 
soon. If field work is going on we 
generally use the last minutes of the 
day, reaching the barn and feed lot 
about dark. The rabbit that sat all 
day by the path, now jumps home- 
ward with big bounds. Just a few 
rods away the screen of dusk hides 
him. If I am on part of the farm 
near the deep wooded hollows, the 
hoot of the owl may break the dark- 
ening quiet as he starts out to get 
his food from small animals active in 
darkness. 

Now that electricity has come, fin- 
ishing the day’s work of feeding at the 
barn is made easier, and it is not bad 
to get the job done when it is fully 
dark. The light is switched on and 
the feeding and caring for animals 
can go on without stumbling. Man, 
a creature mainly of the daylight, 
moves on to his home where there is 
light and heat for the cold evening. 
He is doubly blest if his heat comes 
from a cheering open fire. 

But as the farmer sits in his lighted 
and comfortable room, out in the 
woods and fields the creatures of the 
night are active. They are out to get 
their food. Some, like rabbits and 
mice, feed on plants or products of 
plants, while the majority -are out 
to capture other animals, birds, or 
frogs. Some of this life we see as we 
cross fields or drive on the highway, 
but most of it moves on unnoticed un- 
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less by tracks in 
dust or mud. A 
little earlier in the 
season the flying 
squirrel betrays 
his presence by 
the dropping of 
the bits of hull as 
he gnaws his way to the kernel of the 
hickory nut. 


A Shifting Pattern Farms are getting 
of Farming larger. Smaller 

farms are still 
farmed and may be for an indefinite 
time, but the tract large enough to 
justify using modern machinery is 
more economical. In many cases 
operation of smaller tracts is being 
simplified by leaving off some crops 
or practices. 

Mine is a medium-sized tract and 
I have not felt justified in growing 
small grains, except for pasture and 
hay. Also, scarcity of help makes di- 
versification too complicated. 

The custom machinery operator 
helps out, making extra income for 
himself. Hay balers and combines 
can be hired in most communities, but 
much hay is still stored loose in barns. 
When space is available and hauling 
distance not too great, this is cheaper 
than baling. 

The movement to grass farming is 
excellent but has its drawbacks. Grass 
was used mainly for beef. To have all 
the eggs in the beef basket is not so 
good as it once was. Sheep can use 
the grass but need temporary winter 
pastures and alfalfa hay. In general 
it is better to have one or two cash 
crops as well as two or more kinds 
of livestock products to sell. Some 
dairymen are doing very well with 
only their milk and animals to sell, but 
this is one of the most stable forms 


of farming.

What Washington Thinks... 


HERE’S more farmer and po- 

litical agitation for high-price sup- 
ports—and more of them—than at 
any time since the 1930's. 

Even among cattlemen, the pro- 
ducer group most opposed to gov- 
ernment subsidies, there is widespread 
talk of wanting cattle price supports. 
They urge that as long as feed prices 
are supported, livestock prices should 
be also. Majority opinion may not be 
represented, but it isn’t ignored by 
politicians. 

Secretary Benson has been caught 
in the middle of the farm price 
squeeze and the shift in farm think- 
ing of top GOP leaders. Some in- 
siders say he was born 30 years too 
late to succeed politically with his 
free enterprise ideas for farmers. 
They think it might have been differ- 
ent if it hadn’t been a time of severe 
price adjustment. 


No New Legislation 


New farm price legislation isn’t 
likely next year despite all the po- 
litical fireworks. Most probable is 
another two-year extension of 90 per- 
cent of parity supports for “basic” 
crops, an unsuccessful attempt to en- 
act a two-price system for wheat, and 
much talk of livestock price supports. 

Dairy leaders are still badly split 
over a price support program to offer 
USDA and Congress before the pres- 
ent 90 percent of parity buying pro- 


Looking Ahead 


HE decline in farm prices is be- 
lieved to have about run its course. 
While no general improvement is in 
sight, the average of all farm prices 
in 1954 may be as high as this year. 
The squeeze on net farm income 
should not tighten. For every $100 
farmers had left in 1952 after pay- 
ing production expenses, they have 
about $90 this year. They'll probably 
have close to this amount in 1954. 
Those hardest hit by the lower 
prices are producers of cattle, dairy

gram ends March 31. The big split 
is between those who would stock- 
pile and those who would cut prices to 
boost sales. 

The stockpilers would store dried 
milk, cheese and butter and hold for 
better prices. One group would bring 
price cutting by having the govern- 
ment pay subsidies to dairy plants. 
Another group urges two-for-one 
sales—two pounds of butter for the 
price of one at retail. Both groups 
think bigger sales would raise prices. 


The Present Policy 


USDA policy is to follow the law 
on present price support programs, 
sell off surpluses as fast as possible 
without wrecking prices, and try to 
improve price supports commodity 
by commodity rather than by some 
general plan. 

The strategy is to tackle the big po- 
litical trouble products first: wheat, 
dairy, cotton and corn. Present in- 
tent is to set price supports well above 
the disaster level but low enough 
to permit free movement into ex- 
port and industrial uses. The aim 
is to reduce and prevent surpluses by 
selling more at home and abroad by 
vigorous sales campaigns. 

The two-price plan for wheat is 
the first move in this strategy. USDA 
has worked out the scheme but won’t 
push hard for it—leave it to Congress 
and farmer sentiment to decide. 


products, cotton, soybeans and wheat, 
for these prices are off 15 to 35 per- 
cent compared to last fall. Producers 
of rice, tobacco, peanuts, most fruits 
and vegetables, hogs and poultry fared 
better. Prices of these are little or 
no lower than a year ago! 

Looking ahead a few years, it seems 
more likely that the fast-growing U. S. 
population will eat up the big out- 
put of livestock products than that 
the world will buy up U. S. crop 
surpluses.

| js 4 tions, breeding 7,539 cows. The 1952 figure is a gain of 22.4 
percent over the number bred in 1951. 

“Has production increased enough to justify the wide use of 
artificial breeding?” we often hear. Let's take a look at some 
figures. During the 1930-40 period, the average production of 
cows kept for milk on farms in the United States increased only 
82 pounds of milk and 4.7 pounds of butterfat. But from 1940 
to 1950, the increase was 702 pounds of milk and 27.3 pounds 
of butterfat. 

In 1952 Texas ranked 34th in artificial breeding, with 20,491 
cows bred. This represents slightly over two percent of all cows 
in the state kept for milk, compared with the national figure of 
nearly 20 percent. The retarded rate of development in Texas 
may be traced largely to two major factors: greater distances 
between farms and dairymen’s slowness to realize that the only 
Satisfactory way to build good herds is to raise their own 
replacements. 

The story of artificial breeding in Texas cannot be written 
without mentioning the Smoklers, of Dallas, who operate the

From Texas to Virginia, dairymen are switching to tank trucks and cooling 
systems as an easier, cleaner, cheaper way of hauling milk to market

CROSS the South a mechanical revolution is brew- 

ing in the dairy industry. Designed to modernize 

milk marketing methods, stainless steel cold-wall 
tanks and efficient cooling systems are speeding up the 
flow of milk from cow to consumer. In the wake of 
this change the milk drinker can expect a cleaner, 
fresher product. 

In the Southwest, A. B. Kennerly reports that ten- 
gallon milk cans are on their way to the scrap heap— 
they are victims of the switch to stationary 200 gallons 
or more capacity cold-wall tanks. 

The bulk handling system takes the milk direct from 
the milking line and runs it into a cooling tank, where 
it is chilled to about 38 degrees. The milk remains here 
until a truck with an insulated tank picks it up for daily 
delivery to the processing plant. 

At present there are several modifications of this sys- 
tem being used in the Southwest. The J. H. Simmans 
dairy near Navasota, Texas, doesn’t use a tank truck, 
but has a cold-wall tank for cooling the milk. After the 
milk is chilled, it is pumped into cans for delivery 
to Houston. 


Another modification of the new system has been in 
use at the Texas A&M dairy for more than a year. 
Here milk flows from the milking barn through pipes 
onto a cooling unit where water at 32 to 36 degrees runs 
through coils over which the milk flows. After passing 
over the cooling coils, the milk flows into the insulated 
tank truck and is held for delivery. 

“The system at the college dairy utilizes al] vacuum 
or gravity flow,” explains R. E. Leighton, of the college 
dairy department. “This eliminates the use of pumps, 
making cleaning of the milk lines easier. Also, there is 
less chance of milk leaking through pipe joints when no 
pressure is forced on the milk.” 


Tanks Popular in Virginia 

In Virginia there are 100 tanks installed on farms which 
supply the Washington, D. C., market through the Mary- 
land and Virginia Producers Association. Gene Moody 
says the Association has in all some 245 tanks installed 
in its four-state milk shed. 

Association officials point out that from the producer’s

IGH prices paid for outstanding animals during the 

past few years have created keen interest in the pure- 

bred cattle business. Widespread publicity of prices 

exceeding $50,000 each for bulls and $10,000 for 

females influenced some people to devote their entire 
time to breeding registered stock. Annual sales where 
prominent breeders offered purebred animals at prices 
from $2,000 to $5,000 per head also caused a lasting in- 
terest in purebred cattle. 

While only a few purebred cattle sell at such prices, such 
a strong market was responsible for many new owners of 
purebred beef cattle, particularly in the South where in- 
terest in better cattle stands at a high mark. Interest be- 
came so strong that some people, successful in other busi- 
nesses, invested in registered cattle. 

Many commercial cattlemen have become purebred 
breeders. They felt the need of changing their efforts to 
the breeding of registered cattle. But perhaps the largest 
number of new breeders are farmers who shifted from 
field crops to cattle. Now, some farmers cannot decide 
whether to include registered cattle in their future opera- 
tions. 

Before going into the purebred cattle business, there 
are a few important factors to consider. First, one should 
be convinced that the land to be used for his beef herd 
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prefers registered bulls and good grade cows for profit.

$©@ UR little newspaper isn’t much, but we Plum Run folks would 
rather have a copy of it than a copy of the largest newspaper in the 
world.” That's Patty Kuhn talking of a 4-H venture that brought 
the smell of newsprint to a little town. She's the reporter of the 
Plum Run 4-H Club. Her community is found nestled in a hollow 
of the West Virginia hills near Farmington, Marion County. 
“There was no local paper in our community and the daily paper 
from a neighboring town didn’t have much news of local interest 
to the folks in our hollow. Back in 1952, one of our 4-H club's 
adult council members, Mrs. Helen Fluharty, thought that maybe 
the Plum Run 4-H Club could supply the missing community-link. 


**WV E BEGAN printing in January, 1952, with 50 copies. Of the 
95 families in our community, 92 now have subscriptions to the Plum 
Run Local. The 4-H club also sends a free copy to each local boy 
in the service. I guess really that was one of our main ideas when 
we started publishing the paper—to let the boys in the service know 
what was going on back here at home. 

“Folks have been so taken with the idea of a community paper 
that now, if the paper is a little late, they burn up the party line to 
find out why they haven't received it.

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The Whys and Wherefores of Mechanical Harvesting 


(Third in a series on profitable cotton production practices) 


Quality of machine-harvested cotton can be as 
good as any that is picked by hand 


taken a definite place on cotton 

farms as the farm labor situa- 
tion has grown progressively worse. 
Farmers have come to the realization 
that they must mechanize as rapidly 
as possible. Cotton breeders are well 
aware of the problem, and have de- 
veloped high-yielding types of cotton 
suitable for mechanical pickers or 
strippers. Implement manufacturers 
also have gone all out in their efforts 
to provide cotton farmers with the 
needed types of strippers and pickers. 
They have developed machines which, 
under favorable conditions, will har- 
vest as much as two bales per hour 
with a harvest efficiency of 95 percent 
or better. 

Research workers point out that 
high acre-yields and volume produc- 
tion are necessary to justify owner- 
ship of harvesting equipment. They 
also point out that a grower should 
have a 200-bale crop, yielding a bale 
or more per acre, of picker-type cot- 
ton before he buys an expensive high 
drum-spindle type picker. Obviously, 
this limits the market for such equip- 
ment to the owners of successful plan- 
tations or large irrigated holdings in 
areas where longer staples are pro- 
duced. Recognizing this limitation, 
manufacturers have made a smaller 
low drum-spindle type picker. These 
machines can operate profitably in 
Y% bale-per-acre cotton if the volume 


Ras strippers and pickers have

is great enough to justify their pur- 
chase. The stripper is especially 
adapted to areas where the crop is 
harvested once over after frost. It is 
becoming increasingly popular, how- 
ever, in other areas where weather 
conditions allow early and uniform 
maturity. Due to its low cost, a farm- 
er with as little as 50 acres of storm- 
proof cotton can afford a stripper. 
Experienced growers have learned 
that thick spacing and uniform 40- 
inch rows will allow them to get a 
higher recovery of seed cotton. The 
more cotton, less leaves, immature 
bolls, and stems, the higher the qual- 
ity. But, most important, they can 
save from $10 to $25 per bale in 
comparison with hand harvesting. 


NSECTS, disease, and trash, com- 

bined with poor operation, cause 
most failures. Bolls damaged by in- 
sects lower yields and grade. Dis- 
eases like bacterial blight and angular 
leaf spot have done much to slow 
down progress in the use of mechani- 
cal pickers. Bacterial blight reduces 
yields as much as 20 percent. 

Successful cotton farmers find that 
mature, heavily fruited plants, com- 
bined with a good job of weed control 
and defoliation, largely eliminate the 
green leaf and trash problem. Grow- 
ers must plant and prepare for suc- 
cessful mechanical harvesting, or else 
prepare for disappointment.

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Using Chemicals 
on Truck Crops 


They're killing weeds with- 
out hoes in South Texas 


(Jaxnor growers in South Texas 
have been encouraged by results 
obtained from the use of petroleum 
oils for weed control. This method 
greatly reduces the cost of production, 
so the acreage planted to carrots has 
been increased. Plantings in the Rio 
Grande Valley now total 36,000 
acres. 

“Young seedlings of carrots, pars- 
ley, and related crops have a natural 
protective coating of wax. This en- 
ables them to survive a spraying of 
petroleum oils, usually naphtha, which 
is a lethal dose for most weeds and 
grasses that infest fields planted to 
these crops,” explains W. H. Friend, 
associate county agent for the Lower 
Rio Grande Valley. But Mr. Friend 
warns that these weed killers cannot 
be used on other crops without dam- 
aging them. 

Inexpensive, low-pressure spray 
equipment is satisfactory for use in 
applying oil sprays. Nozzles which 
will apply about 20 gallons of naphtha 
an acre at reasonable working speed 
are recommended. The nozzles should 
be of a type which will throw a flat, 
wide-angled, fan-shaped pattern. Pres- 
sure around 60 pounds is adequate 
for this purpose. 


é6QIPRAYING should be started when 

most of the carrot seedlings have 
reached the four-leaf stage,” explains 
Mr. Friend. “The odorless naphthas 
may be used to weed carrots that are 
fairly well advanced in growth. How- 
ever, oils having a kerosene odor will 
contaminate carrots that are smaller 
than a match stick. Also, they should 
not be used after the seedlings have 
passed the four-leaf stage of growth.” 

Only small amounts of this mate- 
rial are required for killing weeds 
in carrot crops. Under best condi- 
tions, good kills have been obtained 
with as little as 15 gallons to the 
acre, although 20 to 25 gallons are 
safer. Where weeds have a head start 
in young parsley, it may be necessary 
to use 30 to 35 gallons of naphtha 

r acre. 

“The procedure involved in weeding 
carrots and parsley with selective oil 
sprays, applied with low-pressure 
spray equipment, is relatively simple 


Inexpensive low-pressure equipment 
used for spraying cotton may also be 
ased for spraying carrots, parsley, and 
other related crops with petroleum oils 
to control weeds and grass. This meth- 
od of controling weeds and grass 
greatly reduces the cost of production, 


” 


and eliminates costly hand weeding, 
says Mr. Friend. 

This method of controlling weeds 
and grass in carrots has become so 
popular that one operator uses eight 
machines for custom spraying and 
buys his naphtha by the carload. 

Another chemical being used on 
carrots and other truck crops is an- 
hydrous ammonia, applied to crops 
in irrigation water. This is not a 
highly efficient method of applying 
fertilizer, but some growers are using 
it because of the ease of application. 
Growers of vine crops, such as can- 
taloupes, have found it to be the only 
way to give the plants a shot of ni- 
trogen after they have made good 
growth. 

Another chemistry development has 
given a long-range boost to the car- 
rot business, but, strangely enough, 
its immediate effect has had a ten- 
dency to restrict the acreage. The 
old method of marketing carrots with 
the tops on caused a heavy loss be- 
fore they reached consumers. Now 
cellophane bags serve to protect the 
carrots while in storage, and a much 
higher percentage of the crop reaches 
consumers. But the obvious result is 
a drop in acreage needed to supply 
the demand.

It’s Back to Schoo! for These I armers 


Never underestimate what a rural community group can do 
when it gets organized and starts to work 


| ORE than eight years ago a group 
of farmers and their wives decided 


to go back to school and learn about 
new developments in agriculture. They 
met one night at the high school in 
Collinsville, Oklahoma, and organized 
the Collinsville Adult Study Group. 

Lewis Keith was elected president 
of the group and has presided since 
the first meeting. Paul Latture, agri- 
cultural manager of the Tulsa Cham- 
ber of Commerce, but then a voca- 
tional agriculture teacher, organized 
the first adult classes. He was suc- 
ceeded by John Fox, the present 
teacher. 

Only a few farmers attended the first 
meetings but today more than 300 
farmers and their wives are enrolled 
in the adult class. 

Since its beginning, the study group 
has sponsored and carried out several 
worthwhile agricultural programs. The 
first was an artificial insemination pro- 
gram, which resulted in the Collins- 
ville Dairy Breeders Asociation. Ralph 
Stivers was the first president of this 
group. Profits have increased because 
farmers are able to afford better breed- 
ing programs. 

The adult study group sponsored 
the Collinsville FFA Chapter in a 
DDT spray program. More than 
25,000 head of cattle and hogs, and 
more than 500 dairy barns and other 
farm buildings have been sprayed for 
the control of pests. The power spray- 
er donated for the work by a Tulsa 
creamery also is used for fire fighting 
and in burning fire guards. 

The FFA boys also have a soil test-

ing laboratory at school where they 
have tested more than 1,000 soil sam- 
ples for adult farmers. 

Organization of the Collinsville Tri- 
County Fair is another major achieve- 
ment. Lewis Keith is president of the 
fair board and other members of the 
study group are directors. 

The study group joined with the 
school board and with H. H. Wilson, 
superintendent of the Collinsville 
schools, in a project to build a voca- 
tional agriculture building. Now they 
have one of the most modern build- 
ings in the state.

A farmer converts unwanted 


blackjack oaks into cheap fuel used in an 


ingenious heating system

LACKJACK oak isn't a nuisance on the Fred Meyerdirk 

farm, in Pawnee County, Oklahoma. It’s a useful crop, 

thanks to an ingenious wood-burning heating system in 
their home. The heaters which occupy much floor space in 
many farm homes often are untidy, troublesome, expensive, 
and inefficient. Conversion to gas, the Meyerdirks knew, 
would be costly and would present a serious moisture-con- 
densation problem for the masonry walls. The wooden floors 
were also a problem. Built near the earth over heavy un- 
ventilated foundations, they suffered great damage from 
moist air trapped underneath. 

But Fred Meyerdirk does not let problems daunt him for 
long. As he looked at the steady encroachment of scrub oak 
in his pasture, he came up with a solution. Largely from 
scrap materials and with his family’s inventiveness and hard 
work, he devised a method of keeping the house warm, the 
floors dry, and the pasture cleared—-all at small cost. Off the 
central hallway, inside a neat handmade metal jacket behind 
sliding doors stands a simple wood-burning stove. A thermo- 
stat regulates heat output through scrap-metal ducts into each 
room. Another thermostat controls a blower which speeds 
up circulation when needed. As the air cools and settles, 
it passes through inconspicuous grills underneath the floor, 
from where it is drawn back into the stove jacket. 

The system works well, keepimg the floors and rooms dry 
and uniformly warm. The efficient stove uses only about 
half as much wood as an old wood-burning stove the Meyer- 
dirks once used. It needs to be filled only about once every 
four hours in cold weather. Insulation, weatherstripping, and 
storm windows help to hold heat within the house. The 
heated air is kind to the walls, woodwork, and house plants, 
and to the people in the house. The heat circulates so well 
that the bedroom ducts rarely are needed. 

The Meyerdirks estimate that the materials for the entire 
heating system, including $50 for the stove, cost less than 
$100. The wood costs nothing except the labor of cutting it, 
and they feel that the benefit of the cleared land more than 
pays for that. 

Howard, the Meyerdirks’ son, and a hired man use a power 
saw to fell the trees and cut them into firewood lengths for 
stacking. They can clear, cut, and stack wood from an acre 
of land in about three days, thus providing many weeks’ 
supply of firewood for the winter. 

When those cold winds blow, the Meyerdirks’ home is 
warm and clean, with only the faint. pleasant odor of burning 
blackjack wood as a reminder that their heat is produced by 
a waste product. And in the pastures the cattle winter on 
grassland cleared of useless trees.

T° PREVENT hog cholera you 
should vaccinate fall pigs when 
they are six weeks old. Although hog 
cholera still is the number-one swine 
disease in the country, it can be pre- 
vented easily by proper vaccination. 
There are several vaccines on the 
market. You should let your veteri- 
narian decide which vaccine is best 
on your farm, as conditions vary. 
There is one important thing to re- 
member—vaccinate pigs only if they 
appear healthy. This means do not 
vaccinate pigs which have a fever, 
diarrhea, cough, or other symptoms. 


Pigs should be wormed soon after 
weaning but not at the same time 


they are vaccinated. Sodium fluoride , 


still is the best drug to use—if it is 
used correctly. Use one pound of 
sodium fluoride (90-95 percent) to 
99 parts of dry ground feed. The 
feed must not be fed in a slop. It is 
not necessary to fast the pigs before 
treatment, but you should slightly un- 
derfeed them for 24 hours. In the 
morning, feed the amount of medi- 
cated feed that they will clean up in 
one day. At the end of one day, re- 
move the leftover feed to a safe place. 
Do not let any other livestock have 
this feed; it may be saved for the next 
litter of pigs. The pigs should be 
wormed when they are 8 to 12 weeks 
old and again when they are four to 
six months of age. 

WARNING! Do not feed any 
worm mixture to sick pigs, especially 
pigs that have diarrhea. 


A good schedule some farmers fol- 
low is as follows: 

1. Castrate pigs at four weeks of 
age. The earlier pigs are castrated 
the less it hurts them and the less 
setback they will have. 

2. Vaccinate for hog cholera at 
five weeks. If serum and virus is used 
the cost will be less and there will 
be less reaction to the vaccination. 

3. Wean pigs at eight weeks 

4. Worm pigs ten days after wean- 
ing. This will get the worms in the 
early stages. 

Proper housing, well-drained pas- 


tures, and a balanced ration will pre- 
vent most cases of swine influenza.

He Makes Money 
Feeding Calves 


overt A. HALL, superintendent 
of the livestock experiment station 

at Beeville, Texas, has averaged a 
net profit of $45.50 per head in feed- 
ing out calves during the past five 
years. This period included the unusu- 
ally dry year of 1952. According to 
Mr. Hall, any livestock farmer can 
do as well if he follows good manage- 
ment practices. 

Briefly stated, the program at the 
Beeville station begins in the fall when 
good calves, weighing 350 to 400 
pounds, are purchased. These calves 
are placed on stubble and later pas- 
tured on oats. They also get some 
silage and a small quantity of grain. 
most of which is produced on the 
farm. Following the removal of the 
calves from the oat pasture late in 
the spring, they are put on Sudan 
pasture until about the middle of Au- 
gust. Then they are placed in the feed 
lot. Here again they are fed largely 
on the products of the farm. When 
they attain a weight of from 1,000 to 
1,100 ponds, they are marketed. 
Most of em grade from good to 
choice, often topping the market. 


Not Range Management 


In discussing his feed operations, 
Mr. Hall said, “On this farm we dem- 
onstrate livestock farming manage- 
ment, not range management. We 
follow as closely as possible those prac- 
tices which can be used by any live- 
stock farmer. We always have found 
that when we can buy and sell on the 
same market, we are sure of a profit. 
There are times when we can make 
a profit if the selling market is a little 
lower than when we bought. Gains 
are made mostly on pasture. Also, 
in our opinion, no farm with live- 
stock, dairy, or beef animals can be 
successful in the long run without 
some well-filled silos, as insurance 
against drouth. 

“In this area, and it applies to many 
sections of the Southwest, oats and 
wheat are essential for winter pas- 
tures, and Sudan or other summer 
grass is important for midseason graz- 
ing. Our profits come largely from 
the gains made on pastures. Profits 
also come from improvement in qual- 
ity of the meat produced in the feed- 
lot. 

“Crop rotation secures better yields, 
because the quantity and quality of 
our grasses and other feedstuffs are a 
factor in the amount of gains made. We 
also follow approved practices in land 
management.”—Frank A. Briggs.

ABSORBINE

EVERAL years ago I happened to 

There 
in the public square is a monument 
with this amazing inscri oo “In 
profound appreciation of the Boll 
Weevil, this monument is erected by 
the Citizens of Enterprise, Coffee 
County, Alabama.” 

Here surely is a wonderful instance 
of turning adversity into good. When 
the boll-weevil invaded Enterprise in 
1915 it seemed like unmitigated evil. 
Cotton was the one source of income 
and the insect had destroyed the 
cotton. The farmers were plunged 
into discouragement and gloom. A 
town conference was held. From it 
came this brave resolution: “We will 
no longer depend exclusively upon 
cotton. We must grow other things. 
We will diversify.” This was the be- 
ginning of a great new era for Enter- 
prise, and indeed for the whole South. 

We are not saying here that ad- 
versity always turns to good. It 
doesn’t. We are not subscribing for 
one moment to the popular opiate: 
“Everything always works out for the 
best.” It doesn’t. The boll weevil 
might have ruined the South. The 
South deliberately chose to turn it to 
its own advantage. 

If one is to turn adversity to ad- 
vantage he must have faith and he 
must have courage. I have read some- 
where that when the makers of Ivory 
soap first learned that their soap 
floated they were terrified. What they 
wanted was a white soap, but not 
one that would float. Would any- 
body buy soap so light it floated? 
They were in despair until one of the 
group spoke up and said, “Let us 
turn our trouble to our advantage. 
Let us tell the world it floats. Let us 
say ‘it floats’ until every man, woman, 
and child on earth knows it.” In prac- 
tical life this capacity to take hold 
of our trouble and facing it in an 
attitude of faith and courage to change 
it to something of positive value so 
that we become greater than before is 
the secret of victorious living.

More About Farm 
Fish Ponds 


ese McDANIEL of Ville Platte, 
Louisiana, tells us that the farm- 
ers down in his section have learned 
that they can construct their own 
farm fish ponds cheaper and just as 
successfully by working totally on 
their own rather than depending on 
state or federal aid. 

They simply use their own equip- 
ment and labor, do their own fer- 
tilizing and stocking, and some of 
them develop good farm fish ponds 
for as little as 25 or 30 dollars actual 
cash expense. The stocking is done, 
reports McDaniel, with fish saved 
from fishing trips and kept alive in 
live boxes, or with fish seined from 
bayous (this practice of course not 
being legal in most sections of the 
country). 

J. B. Fontenot, Madison Elliott, 
Robert McDaniel, Wilson Campbell, 
Wesley Yielding, Charlie Elliott, and 
Luther Fontenot are among the farm- 
ers of this southern section who have 
successfully constructed and stocked 
their own farm ponds considerably 
cheaper than they could have by fol- 
lowing government instructions. This 
case seems to be one of the few ex- 
ceptions, although there is good evi- 
dence that it will bear investigating 
by farmers of other states interested in 
farm fish pond projects. 


*Possum an’ Taters 


“Roast "possum with sweet potatoes 
just can’t be beat for swell eating,” 
a farmer-hunter told us not long ago. 
Then he proceeded to tell us how the 
whole job is done. 

“First you catch a nice wild grape- 
and-persimmon fattened ‘possum,” he 
said, “and you scald and scrape him 
just like you would a hog at butch- 
ering time. Remove the feet, head, 
and tail, and then gut like you would 
any other animal. Wash thoroughly in 
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cold water, place the carcass up on 
a farm building roof on a frosty night, 
and let it stay there all night. If the 
‘possum is caught when the weather 
is warm keep him penned or caged 
and feed him well on such as ripe 
apples, papaws, and persimmons until 
it turns cold and you are sure the 
night is going to be frosty. Remove 
the carcass from the roof before sun 
gets up, and place it in a big roasting 
pan and drape with several medium 
strips of home-cured bacon after 
placing two or three peeled ripe ap- 
ples inside the carcass. Place peeled 
yellow yams as thick as they will go 
around the carcass, and then roast 
in medium hot oven uncovered until 
the ‘possum is brown. Baste several 
times during the process with grape 
juice and no other liquids will be nec- 
essary. Serve with homemade light- 
bread and plenty of strong coffee and 
you've got eating fit for any king.” 


Off-season Gun Care 


“No gun, rifle, or shotgun will 
shoot its best if it is not given the 
proper care,” said Bill Paris of At- 
lanta, Georgia. “When the hunting 
season ends I clean my guns thor- 
oughly both inside and out with oiled 
rags, give the outside a thin coat of 
oil, and then place them in flannel- 
lined cases during the off-season. I 
examine them carefully about once a 
month to make sure that they are 
staying in good shape, and that way 
I always have a hard-shooting, per- 
fectly working gun when I want it.” 
Bill is right, as we know from actual 
experience. Good guns cost consid- 
erable money and are certainly worth 
giving good care. 


Beagles vs. Bassets 


“Beagle hounds normally run cot- 
tontails faster than basset hounds,” 
said veteran rabbit hunter Arzie 
Ritchey of Michigan, who was doing 
some rabbit hunting in Tennessee. 
“They run in big packs better and 
make better trail music, but for fer- 
reting snowshoe rabbits out of the 
big swamp thickets up in Michigan, 
I'll take the’slower-running and -bark- 
ing basset hounds.” And that about 
sums it up, too, as beagles are pre- 
ferred by most Southern cottontail 
hunters, while bassets seem to have 
the edge up in the northern states 
where both snowshoes and cotton- 
tails are hunted.

Secrets of Hog Profits 


P ork Production 
as a Sideline 


By E. V. WALTON 


Autnoucn E. B. Smith, a farmer 
near Hearne, Texas, admits that 
hog production is only a sideline on 
his 190-acre farm, he has found it 
profitable to remain in the pork-pro- 
ducing business. “It makes the dif- 
ference between profit and loss in bad 
years,” he says. And he should know, 
because he’s been raising hogs for 
nearly twenty-five years. “A man 
can’t be an in-and-outer and make 
money raising hogs. He must stay 
with it in bad years as well as good,” 
Smith declares. “A lot of folks buy 
into the hog business when prices 
are high and quit when the market 
hits rock bottom, but that doesn’t 
make good sense to me.” 

Mr. Smith operates a one-man 
farm. In order to make money he 
has to diversify. Last year he planted 
40 acres of corn, raised some good 
calves for market, and had a fair 
cotton crop. But the drouth made it 
a bad crop year, all told. “My hogs 
made the difference,” he points out. 
“I sold about my usual 100 head, but 
the market caught me a little short. 
I usually sell around $4,000 worth, 
but last year got only $3,600.” 

The secret of Smith’s success in 
raising hogs seems to be low-cost pro- 
duction. He buys from five to seven 
purebred Duroc sows and crossbreeds 
them to Poland China boars. The 
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combination produces good-sized lit- 
ters of rangy, thrifty pigs that grow 
off well. Even in low-price years the 
economy of Smith’s feeding methods 
pays off. Pasture is his answer. Every 
year 18 acres of his best land goes 
into pasture. There are two hog fields 
which he rotates alternately. He sows 
legumes, Sudan, oats or other pasture 
crops which he thinks will grow well. 
His hogs graze on a year-round basis 
until they are ready to be finished out, 
and are given little concentrate. He 
worms his hogs regularly, gives them 
plenty of clean, fresh water, and 
watches the market. 


Y THE time the young shoats are 

ready to be finished out, the corn is 
in the hard roasting-ear stage. “You 
can get more good from corn when 
it is in the hard-dough stage than at 
any other time,” Smith maintains. “I 
feed very little dry corn.” 

His feeding procedure is designed 
to cut down on labor. “When you 
operate a one-man farm you must do 
things the best and easiest way,” he 
points out. He built a portable feed- 
ing floor of rough lumber. The system 


of feeding is to gather a wagonload . 


of hard roasting ears and dump the 
load onto the floor. The hogs finish 
out well and usually top the market

on this unusual feeding system. 
“There’s no waste and the hogs seem 
to gain faster,” Smith says. He tries 
to have his hogs ready for the sum- 
mer market. 

A casual visitor to the Smith farm 
would not see a great amount of 
equipment—just two or three simple 
farrowing houses on portable frames, 
a mineral feeder or two, some small 
self-feeders for maternity ward sows, 
and a few shade sheds. 


OW well his management practices 

pay off may be seen in the truck- 
loads of top-market barrows and gilts 
Smith takes to market. Never selling 
much more than $4,000 worth of hogs 
(and not much less than $3,500) may 
not seem sensational to big-farm opera- 
tors. But when it doesn’t cost much 
to produce them, there’s lots to be 
said for the small-scale pork raiser like 
E. B. Smith who sticks with it year 
after year.

L. T. Hunter—50 years a farm leader. 


A Lifetime 
Devoted to Agriculture

for more than fifty years, L. T. 
Hunter, of Bowie, Texas, has de- 
voted his time and efforts to agricul- 
tural work. 

Mr. Hunter served as county agent 
in Clay, Collingsworth, Hardeman, 
Hutchinson, and Dawson Counties 
for more than twenty years. Then he 
was district supervisor for the Upper 
West Fork Soil Conservation District 
until his retirement from that post 
in 1951. 

In 1929, while county agent of 
Hardeman County, Mr. Hunter had 
charge of the first terracing demon- 
stration ever held in West Texas. A 
horsedrawn, homemade V-drag was 
used on a farm near Quanah. He first 
used the V-drag in 1913 on the Cros- 
thwaite farm northeast of Henrietta, 
in Clay County. This land still is 
being cultivated on the original con- 
tours and terraces built then. 

Earlier, Mr. Hunter conducted the 
first soil conservation demonstration 
with biennial sweet clover in Childress 
County. 

This valuable public servant also 
organized the first 4-H Club in Clay 
County; set up the first land terracing; 
was the first county agent to vac- 
cinate hogs against cholera; organized 
the first 4-H Chapter in Collingsworth 
County; and promoted the first agri- 
cultural and livestock show in that 
county.

MONG the early missions founded 

by the Franciscan fathers, Mission 
San Jose de Aguayo is outstanding 
both in beauty and historic signifi- 
cance. Built in 1720 as a place for 
educating local Indian tribes, it was 
named in honor of Saint Joseph and 
in deference to San Miguel de Aguayo, 
governor of the Spanish province of 
Texas. The mission is one of four in 
the vicinity of San Antonio. Of spe- 
cial interest is the rich sculpture 
adorning the building. It is the work 
of Pedro Huicar, who came to this 
country especially to decorate the mis- 
sion. According to legend, he named 
the famous Rose Window for Rosa 
Monterrey, the sweetheart he left in 
Spain. He lived at the mission until 
his death, and was buried in the patio. 

After the missions were secular- 
ized, San Jose passed into the hands 
of many different orders, but in 1931 
the Franciscans returned and began 
its restoration. 


ROM 1835 to 1844, San Jose Mis- 

sion often was used as barracks by 
Santa Anna’s soldiers and those of the 
Republic of Texas. After Texas’ an- 
nexation, at times it was used as quar- 
ters for American soldiers. 

The granary of Mission San Jose, 
reconstructed in 1933, is the only one 
of its kind in the United States. 

One of the most interesting things 
about the mission is the underground 
chamber and tunnel which have been 
uncovered. Their purpose still re- 


mains a mystery.

How long do you cook grits or 
mush? Overcooking destroys the thia- 
min. You can lessen the cooking of 
grits to 25 to 30 minutes and have 
just as delicious and more nutritious 
grits than if you cook them longer.

Your Feed Dollar 


By C. M. PATTERSON, D.V.M. 


You already have anti-freeze in the 
family car, and winter-weight oil 
in the tractor, but what have you 
done to prepare your livestock for 
winter weather? This is a critical sea- 
son for beef cattle. 

The meager grazing available 
through winter months is usually in- 
sufficient to keep the cow’s body fur- 
nace going and maintain weight at the 
same time. Therefore, you must do 
supplemental feeding to keep the cow 
in condition. Actually a beef cow 
carrying a calf must gain about 100 
pounds during the winter to maintain 
her own weight at calving time. 

Instead of just maintaining the ani- 
mals on the feed you have, can you 
arrange for them to make some gains 
on the same ration? Or, can you make 
a pound of feed from your winter 
supply do the work of a pound and 
a half? 

There’s one easy way. Get rid of 
the two uninvited guests at your feed 
trough—lice and stomach worms of 
cattle. These “moochers” use almost 
as much food as the cow and add 
nothing to the pay check. In many 
herds they cut feed efficiency by a 
third during the winter months. 

It will take the same amount of 
feed to keep a cow in good condition 
while drawing one-fourth pint of 
blood from her each day, as it does 
to maintain these stomach worms and 
lice. You can save that heavy loss 
of blood. 

Lice can be effectively controlled 
by spraying all animals over two 
months of age with a mixture of DDT 
and Benzene Hexachloride (BHC) wet- 
table powders. A proportion of eight 
pounds of 50 percent DDT and four 
pounds of 6 percent gamma isomers 
BHC per 100 gallons of water is rec- 
ommended. 

Stomach worms are treated with a 
Phenothiazine (PTZ) drench contain- 
ing 10 to 12 grams of PTZ per ounce 
of drench. One ounce of drench is 
given for each 100 pounds of body 
weight of the animal, with a maximum 
of 6 ounces per animal. For weak 
or thin animals, half the dose should 
be. withheld until a week after the 
first half dose is given.

standpoint the bulk tank means better 
weights, less butterfat loss, less labor, 
less container expense, less hauling 
charges, and the sale of milk at the 
farm. For the distributor it saves on 
cooling and power expense; will 
eventually eliminate the receiving 
room; and means higher quality than 
in the past. 

In the area served by the Associa- 
tion, about half of the farmers on the 
route have 300- and 400-gallon in- 
stallations. Most of the remainder 
have 500- and 600-gallon installations, 
with a few 150-gallon and 200-gallon 
units. Some of them are on an every- 
other-day pick-up basis. 


A Start in Tennessee 


The bulk tank system was intro- 
duced in Tennessee this year and to 
date 17 tanks are in use. Nine of these 
units, ranging in size from 150- to 
600-gallon capacity are used by Pu- 
laski Pure Milk Co. shippers. 


What About Sanitation? 


Kennerly says enforcement of the 
law requiring Grade A milk to be de- 
livered to receiving plants at 50 de- 
grees or lower is encouraging bulk 
handling. In hot weather it is easier 
to keep one 200-gallon unit of milk 
cold than 20 ten-gallon units. 

No difficulty is being encountered 
in getting the new system approved by 
state health departments where spe- 
cifications are met. In fact, the in- 
stallation at Texas A&M College has 
resulted in cleaner milk. At the end 
of its truck run, the dairy is able to 
deliver milk with a bacteria count of 
no more than 7,000. In some in- 
stances the count has dropped to 3,000 
or less. Texas maximum allowance 
for grade A milk before pasteuriza- 
tion is 200,000. 

Bacteria counts on milk from farm 
tanks in Virginia average under 5,000 
per c.c.—in most cases a marked im- 
provement over the can system. To 
keep quality up, Gene Moody says, 
the Virginia- Maryland Association 
furnishes each producer with detailed 
schedules covering the care of the 
milk and bulk equipment.

OOD pullets can be raised either 

on range or in full confinement if 
feeding and management methods are 
sound. The Vermont Experiment Sta- 
tion used White and Barred Rocks 
in comparing confined and range- 
reared birds. One group was confined, 
another was on native grass, and the 
third group ranged on clover. 

The pullets on clover range ate 13.7 
pounds of green feed; those on grass 
range ate 7.2 pounds. This shows that 
ranges must be kept good if savings 
in feed costs are to be realized. How- 
ever, the two range-reared groups ate 
an average of 14 percent less feed 
than did the confined birds. One 
hundred range pullets ate 2,897 pounds 
of feed to bring them to full maturity, 
while the confined birds ate 3,216 
pounds of feed per 100 pullets. This 
was a saving of 229 pounds of feed 
for every 100 pullets, or 916 pounds 
of feed per acre. 

Enheptin used in feed or water is 
effective in controlling turkey black- 
head, according to workers at the 
Maryland station. The powder form, 
mixed with feed, was found to be 
more effective than the water soluble 
form. Results were more satisfactory 
when the drug was mixed in the feed 
at a low level (.05 percent) than when 
fed at .1 percent. It seems that con- 
tinuous use of enheptin at low level 
is desirable with flocks of turkeys 
that range on blackhead-infected land. 

Poultry can tolerate up to three per- 
cent salt in feed with little or no no- 
ticeable damage, but when this is 
raised gradually to eight percent, body 
swellings occur and there are some 
death losses, according to studies 
made in England. Turkeys are much 
more easily poisoned by salt than 
chickens.

This is especially true if 
the prospective breeder owns a small 
tract of high-priced land near a large 
city. 

Because of the large amount of 
money invested in foundation cattle, 
land should be selected upon which 
beef cattle can produce a fair return. 
The acreage necessary for successful 
production of purebred cattle will 
vary greatly, depending upon the pro- 
ductivity of the land. Apparently, 
the minimum farm size is one large 
enough to produce enough pasture 
and feed for a one-bull unit—a unit 
consisting of 20 to 30 breeding cows 
and their offspring. 

Past training and experience of the 
farm operator is also an extremely 
important factor to consider. It’s nec- 
essary to know how to feed and care 
for breeding stock in order to do well. 
He must know how to select, fit and 
promote the animals which are to be 
sold, in such a manner that prospec- 
tive buyers will become interested. 
Many owners of large herds hire spe- 
cially trained men to do these jobs. If 
the small owner-operator does not like 
to halter-break, feed, or groom pure- 
bred cattle which are to be sold, he’s 
not likely to succeed in the business. 

The prospective breeder must be 
able to finance the purebred project 
on a sound basis. Enough money to 
keep up the business as it should be 
is an important factor. It would be 
poor judgment to start a purebred 
herd with inferior foundation animals 
because of the lack of money to buy 
good ones. If cash is scarce, it would 
be better to buy a high quality herd 
of non-registered cattle and leave the 
purebred enterprise for others. It is 
even more unsound to buy expensive 
animals for a foundation herd, and 
then lack money for the proper care 
and promotion of the herd. If one 
really desires to get into the purebred 
business and has only a little money 
to invest, then he should buy a few 
good females and grow slowly into 
the business. 

Production of registered beef cattle 
is a highly important and specialized 
undertaking. The function of the 
purebred breeder is to furnish high 
quality seed stock to the commercial 
breeder at a price he can afford to 
pay. The man who realizes this, and 
who has the special ability to accom- 
plish it, should consider the purebred 
business. But to encourage one not 
likely to succeed is an injustice, not 
only to the man, but to the breed he 
has chosen and the purebred business 
in general.

Chickens 
Are Good Insurance 


By FRANK PRIEBE 


(omeone always is telling me 
there’s too much risk in the chick- 
en business. There is risk in any 
business, particularly farming, but I 
believe there is less risk on chickens 
than any farm crop, especially “weath- 
er crops.” For years I’ve listened to 
farmers ‘say: 

“The fields are so wet we can’t get 
into them.” 

“If we don’t get some rain we won't 
have any hay.” 

“After that freeze last night we 
won't have any fruit crop.” 

It seems to me that chickens are 
good insurance for anyone whose 
other crops depend so much on the 
whims of the weather. You don’t 
have to wait on the weather; you can 
start chickens any time. You don’t 
have to worry about getting rain to 
make a chicken crop, and you don’t 
have to worry about the heat burning 
it up or a freeze killing it. 

Weather affects chickens, but you’re 
not at its mercy, as you are with most 
crops. That's why I can’t understand 
why people often feel that raising 
chickens is risky business. Of course, 
you can get in trouble with chickens. 
A lot of people do, but it usually is 
because of carelessness. 

The success or failure of a chicken 
crop depends almost entirely on you, 
rather than “good luck.”

Chicken Feed 


By FRANK PRIEBE 


"VE noticed that people always can 

tell you the price of chickens and 
eggs and feed. But not many can 
tell you what it’s costing them to pro- 
duce a dozen eggs or a pound of poul- 
try meat. And that’s what’s important. 
When you start cutting expenses, be 
sure you don’t raise the cost of pro- 
duction. That will defeat your purpose. 

Good stock in poultry, as in other 
livestock, costs more than scrub stock, 
but such money is spent wisely. 
Quick-growing broilers and high-pro- 
ducing hens usually reduce your costs 
per pound of meat and per dozen 

Protein supplements cost money, 
but they also reduce costs per pound 
and dozen. Skimping on feed is false 
economy. It may reduce total ex- 
pense, but it will raise costs per unit 
and cut your profit. 

The best way to cut feed expense 
is to stop wasting it. If you fill feed- 
ers too full or have them down too 
low, the birds will bill the feed out 
into the litter. 

Last winter I was talking with a 
very successful broiler grower. “You 
want to encourage your chickens to 
eat all the feed they can,” he told me. 
“But you don’t do it by over-filling 
the feeders. You do it by having lots 
of feeder space and feeding often. A 
feeder one-third full is full enough. 

“You can lose a good heaping cup- 
ful of feed—almost half a pound— 
in a square foot of litter six inches 
deep,” he went on. “And you'll never 
see it unless you examine the litter 
closely. If you'll get that feed into 
the birds, you'll buy about half a 
pound less feed for every three-pound 
chicken.” That would make around 
2% cents difference in net income 
per bird. When you've got several 
thousand chickens, that adds up fast. 

Keep your feeders level with the 
birds’ backs, and raise them as the 
chickens grow. And don’t fill the 
feeders too full. You'll lose less feed 
in the litter, reduce cost per pound, 
and have more money in your pocket.

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Comparing Costs with Values 


Buyers of automobiles, farm equip- 
ment, and many other articles of manu- 
facture are inclined to complain of high 
prices and compare them with prices 
paid fifteen or twenty years ago. One 
frequently hears the remark that a 
small car could be bought for $1,000 
several years ago and that now a car 
of the same make costs twice as much. 
The same comparison is made with 
today’s prices of farm equipment. 

Buyers forget that they are not buy- 
ing the same car or the same combine 
or tractor. They are the same in name 
only. An automobile as well constructed 
and with the same efficiency in opera- 
tion as the present $2,500 car would 
have cost more than twice as much 
twenty years ago. 

It also is questionable whether prices 
of farm equipment are up or down from 
twenty years ago. Measured in terms 
of dollars, prices are up, but measured 
in terms of agricultural commodities, 
prices are down. A survey by a major 
implement manufacturer brought forth 
some interesting comparisons. It 
showed that one can purchase a com- 
bine for fewer bushels of wheat, corn, 
and oats, or fewer pounds of meat, or 
fewer gallons of milk, than he could 
in 1949. The same comparisons with 
prices of other equipment are equally 
startling. Modern equipment actually 
costs less in terms of commodity values. 


“Honest and Sincere, But...” 


Ezra TAFT BENSON, Secretary of 
Agriculture, is probably the most dis- 
cussed member of President Eisenhow- 
er’s cabinet. He does not seek pub- 
licity but, because his department of 
the government is the largest, it comes 
closer to touching and influencing the 
lives of the people. 

Secretary Benson has some well-de- 
fined and fixed ideas on the need for 
developing the agricultural industry 
along lines that will eventually free 
farmers from all government controls. 
His plain speaking on this subject has 
resulted in much criticism from some 
sources. His critics, however, always 
give him a left-handed compliment by

admitting that he is an honest and sin- 
cere man, but a poor politician. This 
form of criticism always makes us won- 
der if it is not better to have honest, 
sincere men in public office than to fill 
important posts with clever, insincere 
men who consider political expediency 
first and the welfare of the people last. 

Farmers and others should keep in 
mind the fact that Secretary Benson 
is sworn to) carry out the farm program 
as it now stands. If still in office, he 
must adhere strictly to the laws gov- 
erning any new program to which Con- 
gress may give favorable consideration 
in the future. Benson’s current reor- 
ganization of the Agriculture Depart- 
ment on a more efficient basis has been 
commended by members of both par- 
ties and is endorsed by the National 
Grange, the Farmers Union, the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation, and many 
agricultural leaders. 


Has Foreign Aid Paid Off 


Since the end of World War II, 
American taxpayers have contributed 
approximately forty billion dollars in 
an effori to bolster the economy of the 
so-called free countries of the world. 
In addition, hundreds of millions of 
dollars have been spent by the United 


States in maintaining troops and in- 
Stallations in all parts of the world. 

Has it proved to be a good invest- 
ment? President Eisenhower's belief 
that it has is supported by leaders of 
both parties and by students of inter- 
national relations. While results have 
been disappointing in some cases, it is 
believed that the generosity of this 
country has at least postponed another 
world war, and we may have made a 
good start toward a better understand- 
ing between all nations. 

Whether justified or not, the United 
States has assumed tremendous re- 
sponsibilities in protecting the free 
world from Russian domination. Ap- 
parently, we must continue aid to Eu- 
ropean countries for a while longer. 
We have committed ourselves to that 
course. To withdraw would create eco- 
nomic confusion and revolution; the 
play would then be in Russian hands. 

Although England, France, and Italy 
seemingly show little interest in pre- 
paring defenses against invasion, we 
must continue our efforts to keep the 
Communists from making further in- 
roads on the free world. Not that we 
are under obligation to Europe, but 
for our own protection we must not 
withdraw. With all Europe under the 
influence of Russia, the economy of 
this country would be disrupted.
